The Condition of Things.There —Bullion 
Shipments.

[Carson Appeal.) 
Our friend Fred Rathbone returned 
from Bodie yesterday, at which place 


qj he has been sojourning for the past 


month or so looking at the situation. 
He says there is a constant influx of 
new people to the camp from all parts 
of the country, but that a great many 
are idle, owing to the fact that it only 
requires a comparative small force to 
work the mines there. Speaking of 
the business houses, all classes are 
doing an ae b _. 
Rathbone ke lly ef our 
townsman, John Waguer, who is con- 
ducting a large liquor house and is 
just minting money.. Much buildin 
is being done, and more of it woul 
be undertaken were it not for the 
great scarcity of lumber. Of the hotel 
accommodations} nothing very com- 
plimentary can be said. It is the 
most difficult thing in the world to 
get a bed, and as for provisions—the 
less said the better. But Fred was 
always anepicure. The camp is full 
of Carson people, some doing well and 
others not. Of the temperature he 
says that it may be ever so hot in the 
day, in midsummer, at night it will 
commence to freeze as soon as the sun 
goes down. Our informant further 
adds that, in the event of another de- 
velopment similar to that of the Bodie 
mine between now and the coming 
spring, Bodie will be one of the live- 
liest camps next year on this coast. 
Yesterday’s stage brought up five 

bars of bullion, three from the Bodie 
mine, one from the Standard and one 
low grade from some outside mine. 
The Bodie bars aggregated $41,505 14, 
making the total shipments for the 
month $164,350 40. The Standard 
bar was worth $18,945 56, making 
the shipments for the month from this 
mine $83,860 69. All of which is not 
bad for a camp the bottem of* which 
has ‘‘dropped out.” The Bodie mine 
carried over a surplus of $$170,000 
after paying $400,000 or $8 per share 
in one month’s dividend. This month 
a $3 dividend was paid on the 14th 
instant, leaving $20,000 in the treas- 
ury exclusive of this month’s yield. 
There may be a “‘horse”’ in the Bur- 
gess ledge, or a band of mustangs in 
the Bruce, but the stockholders of the 
Bodie thus far have no reason to 
complain.
